18 the production of hydrogen by slectrolyvuls
The trinls are progresaing eatisfactorily, and
the cleanliness and cortalnty of the dynamo
will undoubtedly prevall over the chemical

process.  The compression of the gas has
advanced most markedlv in the directlon of
mifely nnd security, In ke manner the

steel contalning tubes have been lmproved
In materlal, and rendered safe under the
ve-y gront stress of 101 atmospheres—at
which stress they are required to travel over
any and every sort of ground. The experi-
ences of many years have shown that tubes
mugt be carefy cleansed  bhefore rechargs
Ing, and vory effective precautions are taken
to this end. To carry the balloon charge of
11,000 cubile fect of gas in tubes three wagons
are nevded, with the exlsting  dimoensions
and weights of the tubex; but when the new
pattern tubes and wagons are delivered two
wagons will =uffice.

The adoption of “gold-beater skineg'* for
the substance of the balloon Is A step un-
equaled In importance, These sKina have

the property of adhering firmly together, &0
that they form a homogenous material re
markabile for toughiness, as well as be-
Ing abolutely fmpervious {o the gas. So
tough and strong |¢ the material that a
closed balloon of large size hias ascended
hilgher than 7,000 feet without bursting. A

large ballobn of this substance, having 2

sijunre feet of wurface and capable of con
taining 10,000 cubic feet of gas, weighs only
170 pounds. The top valve of the balloon
i85 now made very Hght and strong, of an
aluminum alloy, and Is screwed into its
bearing by a very fine thread. It fits per-
foctly gas tight. The silk and eloth bal-

loong of former dave were always In some
sort of trouble, The fabric, belng varolshed

was  readlly subject to cracke. It often
heated and became ore or leéks charred; |t

AT LIGHINING SPEED.
How Orders Are Dellvercd to Erle
Ruilronid Flyoers.
By a new system Jjust put Inlo opera-

tion by the Erie rallroad, relates the New
York Hernld, tralnmen pow recelve oriders
while on the road without stopping the
train, as has flways been customary in the
past. As the train doashes along at light-
ning speed there 8 expectancy and wonder
amopg the traln's crew as to whether or
not they can catch the suspended order bug
or whether they will migs one und be obliged
to slow down and back up for it, as ln the
old days,

This device 18 a semaphore, which conslits
of an upright post, set beside the track. At
& helght equal to that of the cab window
are placed two arms, abont two feet apart,
which, when the semaphore Is set with or-
ders, extend toward the track. A sack con-
talolng the order, enclosed In a waterproof
envelope, 8 suspended between the arms. A
slgnnl to the engineer lndicates that there
are orders for hlm In the arm of the sema-
phore. At night lights indleate the pame
hing.

An the englne paeses the semaphore the
arms are extended at right angles to the
upright post, with the bag containing the
orders for the engineer between them, If,
at night, It shows n red lght on both sides
o the englne passes, at no matter what
rate of speed. the engineer reaches out lis
arm and citehes the bag, which Is lnstantly
relcased by the armes, As (he conducter
also recelves his orders at the eame time
as the englneer, & €ccond bag, contalning
the orders for the rnmiur.-tor.lifu suspended
above the bag for the cogloger, and when
tho latter selzes the bag Igtended for bim
the arms of the semaphore, automatically

move Lo a diagonal positien, showing a
green llght at night, and; the couductor
knows that there are orders for him. If,

when the train has passed, thg arms_of the
semaphore drop to & vertigal ppsition, or, if
al night time, white lights, are shown, the
englneer knows that both he and the con-
duotor have recelved their orders, and the
ipecd of the train (@ continued.

The sacks contalning (he grders are wt-
tached to the arms by elagtiobands, which,
while they serve to hold dthem in place,
offer no reslstance to the hand of the ens
gineer o conductor. A bul's eve In the
slde of the signal light chreows llght upon
the sacks ot night

Recent teats have shown that orders can
be taken in this way with perfect safelty by
tralomen on tralns wovipg at o spesd of
fifty miles an hour. It is Impossible to wt-
tach sacks to (he arms of the semaphore
I any position except the right ope, and
benew the danger to the trainmen s avolded.
